Immediate Mobilization of Entire 
Bulgarian Army for Display of

Sofia, September 1!7.—The foreign office 


here has Freceived reliable ' information 


that the Turks have destroyed the town 

of K4storia, 36 miles south of Monastir 

and have massacred the population. 
The report of a massacre at Kastoria 


comes’ from sources admitting of little 


doubt, though the details are lacking. 


It was received with the gravest con- 


cern by officials here. 


The population of Kastoria num- 
bers about 10,000 and the massacre 
of such a number in one place, if the 


report be true, exceeds anything 


which has yet occurred in Macedonia. 


At the present critical moment. when 


popular feeling is intense, the effect 
of the report of such stupendous slaugh- 
ter may be most serious. 

The press is assuming a beliicose tenor. 
The Deynick tonight complains that the 
government’s partial mobilization. of 
three divisions is utterly inadequate and 
urges the immédiate mobilization of the 
whole Bulgarian army, pointing out that 
the experience of other nations, France. 
the United States and Austria has prov- 
ed that it is always necessary to display 
Strength when dealing with Turkey.

Cannot Expect Assistance. 

Sofia, September !7.—The German rep- 
resentative here has addressed a note to 
the Bulgarian government in accordance 
with the declarations of Russia and Aus- 
tria, saying that Bulgaria cannot accept 
assistance from any power in the event of 
war with Turkey and that Austro-Hunga- 
rian reform plans will be applied. 

The Austrian representatives. insisting 
on the necessity for Bulgarians rematin- 
ing calm, declared that if the principality 
was powerless to prevent the passage of 
insurgent bands into Macedonla, Austria 
and Russia would take note of her pow- 
erlessness and charge Turkey to exercise 
her rights, defend her territory against 
foreign incursion and maintain order in 
the interior. 

Dispatches from Uskub announce that 
since the calling out of the Turkish re- 
serves the situation in the vilayet has 
grown worse. The Austrian and Russian 
consuls are reported to have asked their 
ambassadors at Constantinople to demand 
that the porte disband the reserve or 
maintain discipline among them. Since 
the reserves were mustered pillaging and 
murders have been reported dally. 

Reports from Monastir of the burning of 
villages and the massacre of their tnhab- 
itanfs continue. 

The Autonomic publishes the names of 
thirteen villages in the vilayet of Mon- 
astir which were recently destroved by 
regular troops and bashi-bazouks, and 
also announces that the monastery of the 
Holy Holies, near Okhrida, has been de- 
stroyed. 


At the monastery Turkish soldiers.

upon finally and absolutely vesterday 
afternoon by the board of water com- 
missioners’ which met for that purpose. 

The locations were determined by the 
pipe committee of the water board which 
completed its work yesterday morning. 

After locating the new mains the board 
decided not to consider any applications 
for the mains upon streets that have 
not been brought to a permanent grade 
or which are not supplied with curbing. 

The list which is printed this morn- 
Ing for the first time and which will 
be read with much Interest, shows about 
ten miles of new water mains for At- 
lanta. After they have been laid 
portions of the city will be without wa- 
ter, atthough the board will next year 
continue the work that will have been 
commenced this year. 

The order for the ten miles of mains 
has already been placed and the pipe 
is expected to be on the sidetracks in 
Atlanta in the course of the next few 
days. 

All of the mains mentioned in the com- 
plete list published this morning are 
six inches in diameter, with the excep- 
tion of a twelve-inch main on Fair 
street, from Walker to Chestnut street, 
and a ten-inch main on Fort streets from 
Edgewood avenue to Decatur street.

Mountainous seas broke 
ecnstantly over the ship and finaly one 
gigantic wave crashed through her decks. 
The fire room was flooded and the Mexi- 
cano became helpless, For a few mo- 
ments she wallowed in the trough of 
the seas and then plunged to the bot- 
tom. The rescued man says hundreds of 
gallons of oj] were poured over the ship's 
side in an attempt to calm the sea, and, 
if possible, save the ship. When the Mex- 
icano went down the crew went with her. 
All boats had long since been crus*=j ey 
the force of the waves and the men 
powerless to save themselves, Reyar- 
beray went under the vessel and by the 
merest chance became entangled in some 
loose rigging. and spars. The bouyancy 
of these brought him to the surface and 
he made himself fast to the largest spar. 
For seven hours he floated in the tur- 
bulent sea until finally the Roxby hove 
in sight, His rescue was a daring one.

Captain Sorrensen’s Story. 

New York, September !7.—The steamer 
Vidar, Captain Sorrensen, arrived to- 
night. from Caibarien, having on 
board six members of the crew of the 
British steamer Mexicano which found- 
ered during a gale on September 16. 
Captain Sorrensen said: 

“I was sitting in my cabin about 9 
o'clock yesterday morning when I heard 
a try.

The 
sound seeméd to. come from the ocean 
but T could not see anyone. I ordered 
a-boat to be gotten ready and when 1 
heard the cry a third time 1 saw some- 
thing In the water like a small log, about 
a mile off. With the aid of my glass 
I found it to be a. small hatch with 
a man in oil skins stretched full length 
on it.

Ritchie, as chancellor of the ex- 
cheguer, and Lord George Hamilton, 
as secretary for India, were officially 
announced this evening. King Ed- 
ward has accepted the resignations.

Then follows Mr. Chamberlain's letter, 
date@ Rirmingham, September 9. com- 
nencing: “My Dear Balfour,” in which ts 
sets forth hie reasons for his fesigna- 
tion. A fergure of the letter fs the fat- 
jowihg statement, concerning a preferen- 
tial tariff: 

“For the present at any rate a prefer- 
ential agreement.with our coloni¢s invVolv- 
ing any new duty, however small, on ar- 
ticlee of food hitherto untaxed, evén if 
accompanied by a reduction of taxation 
on other articles of food equally unfversal 
in their consumption, would be unaccept- 
able to the majority of the constituencies. 
However much we may regret the decis- 
ion. however mistaken we may think ft,

ean ignore it. I feel, therefore, that 
as an immediate practical policy. the 
question of preference to the colonies 
cannot be pressed with any -hope of sue- 
cess at the present time, although there 
is a very strong feeling in favor of the 
other branch of fiscal reform which would 
give fuller discretion to the government 
in negotiating with foreign countries for 
a freer exchange of commodites and which 
would enable our representatives to re- 
taliate if no concession was made to our 
just demands, 

“If, as I believe, you share these views, 
it seems to me that you will be absolute- 
justified in adopting them as the 
of your government, although it 
will necessarily involve some changes 
in its constitution. As secretary for 
the colon uring the last eight years, 
I have been in a special sense the repre- 
sentative of the policy of a closer union 
which I firmly believe to be equally 
necessary in the interests of the cole 
nies and ourselves. I believe it is pos- 
sible today, and may be impossible to- 
morrow, to make arrangements for such 
a union. I have had unexampled oppor- 
tunities for watching events and ap- 
preciating the feelings of our kinsmen 
beyond the seas. I stand, therefore, fm 
a different position to any of my cn- 
leagues and I think that I should justly 
be blamed if I remained in office and 
thus formaNy accepted the exclusion 
from my political programme of so fm- 
portant a part thereof. 

“Tl think that with absolute loyalty te 
your government and with no fear of 
embarrassing it in any way f! can best‘ 
promote the cause I have at heart from 
the outside, and I can not hope that fn 
a perfectly Independent position my argu- 
ments may be received with less preju- 
dice than would attach to those ofa 
party leader. Accordingly. I would sug- 
gest that you limit the present policy of 
the government to an assertion of our 
freedom in the case of all commercial 
relations with foreign countries, and that 
you should agree to my tenderirpg my 
resignation from my present office to his 
majesty and devoting myself to the work 
of explaining and popularizing these 
principles* of imperial ywnion which ex- 
perience has copvinced me are essen- 
tial to our future welfare and prosperity, 
Yours very sincerely.

Labor Unions Say His Action in Mil- 
ler Case Is Unfriendly. 

Washington, September 1!7.—The case 
of W. A. Miller, the assistant foreman 
in the bindery of tile government printing 
office. who vas removed from his posi- 
ticn because he had been expelled from 
the local Book Binders’ Union, and who 
afterwards was reinstated at the direc- 
ticm of President Roosevelt, has been 
tsken up’ by the Central Labor Union 
of this eity. That body has sent to 
each of the Central Labor Unions in the 
United States a 1csdlution adopted by the 
Central Labor Union of this city calling 
declaring 
that the order of the president cannot 
be regarded tn amy but an unfriendly 


liight and urging organized labor to pe- 


tition the president to modify his order 
‘of no discrimination and to order W, A. 
Miller's dismissal from tbe government 
service, to premote the efficiency of that 
service.” A preamble to the resolution 
declares that tbe president has seen fit 
to reinstate. Miller, who is an expelled 
member of a trade organization, not- 
withstanding the overwhelming evidence 
of his moral filrpitude, and also has com- 
nitted HTmself to the policy of the oper- 
etorship. The resolutions originated with 
the Book Binders’ vnion. 


END OF THE INSURRECTION. 


Rural Guards of Cuba Capture the 
Rebels. 

Puerto Principe, Cua, September 1t7.— 
The government has- been officially in- 
formed of the complete dispersal of the 
Santiago insurrectionists and the capture 
of their leaders. 

The rural guards Overtock the band at 
LaLima coffee plantation, five leagues 
from Santiago, yesterday. Castillo and 
Garzon, leaders, both seriously wovund- 
ed, were captured. The guards also cap- 
tured two unwounded men and two ad- 
Citional wounded men were found later 
as was the dead body of a negro leader. 

Secretary of the Interior Yero has tele- 
graphed orders for two troops of the 
rural guards to continue in the pursuit 
of fhe fugitive insurrectionists until they 
are all captured or killed. 

The naticnalists paraded here yester- 
dav evening. President Palma, although 
deprecating pclitical demonstrations, re- 
viewed them from the hotel balcony. 

The local committé& of the nationalists 
vaylaid Senor Palma at the hotel en- 
trance and the spokesman remarked that 
he was reputed to be in full sympathy 
with the republican party. The president 
warmly denied that he was a supporter 
of any perty and said he would not con- 
sent to discuss the duties of president 
except in acecrdance with his conscience 
and the constitution,

at Late Hour Last Night 


Colder Weather for Today Is Among 
the Predictions—Thermometer 
Fell 29 Degrees in a Lit- 
tle More Than 24 
Hours. 


Have you an overcoat handy? 

It’s too bad if you haven't, for Atlan- 
ta’s temperature this morning is expect- 
ed to be at least 10 desrees below that 
of yesterday morning and the aforesaid 
yesterday lacked a lot of being a May 
day.

The grand jury adjourned yes- 
terday. and in the Janguage of the street, 
there has been ‘“‘something doing,’’ and 
the grand jury room has been the storm 
center. There have been rumors and 
rumors, and the official conduct of some 
officers high up in authority has been 
severely reviewed by that honorable body. 

From what could be gathered on the 
outside, it seems that the county com- 
missioners are not satisfied with the 
county court as it is now conducted; that 
the chairman of this body, Colone] Q. L 
Williford, and J. B. Swords, another 
county commissioner, went before the 
grand jury and made statements relative 
to the fines imposed by this court. They 
went armed with facts and figures ob- 
tained from the chairmen of nearly all 
boards of county commissioners in the 
state relative to the county affairs in 
general and the city and county courts 


in particular. Their complaint is not that 
the sentences are too light in Judge Bald- 
win’s court, but that the money 
fine and alternative sentence to 
the chaingang are not equally 
proportioned. In other words, the com- 
missioners qdharge that the fines are 
paid and the county deprived of the serv- 
ices of the convicts. For instance, a $50 
fine or a year in the chaingang would 
always result in the payment of the fine 
by some farmer, who gets a year’s work 
out of the convict for €€0 ang his 
board, whereas he may be paying $13 per 
month and board for free Jabor. And the 
county commissioners claim that they 
are paying that amount now for free 
labor and can not secure sufficient hands, 
even at that,price. to work the roads. 
These matters and others involving the 
Officers of our county court Passed tin 
review before the grand jury, and, as a 
result, the following was embodied in the 
general presentmeyts o fthat body, fol- 
lowec by a_ minority report, both of 
which were ordered stricken from the 
presentments by Judge Lewis, and will. 
not appear 'upog the court records: 

“While we recognize that we are in a 
measure transcending our authority in 
making the following suggestion, we do it 
for the following reasons, viz: It has been 
shown us that the action of the county 
court in imposing fines in money for an 
amount much less than the current price 
of wages has resulted in the ready pay- 
ment of fines, consequently there has been 
no possibility of utilizing such labor for 
road work; therefore, we respectfully si)g- 
gest that in view of this state of affairs, 
the county court in future impose fines 
in money to more nearly correspond with 
the current value of labor than they 
have heretofore done. We do this without 
intention of reflection on any official, but 
because we believe that the county's best 
interests will be subserved by an adoption 
of the foregoing plan.” 


Minority’s Protest. 

“We, the undersigned, a minority of the 
grand jury, differing from the majority 
as to the suggestion to the jcounty judge 
in the following item, to-wit: In suggest- 
ing that the county court judge shall 
bring his money and time sentences near- 
er to a parity. Feeling fully assured 
that the judge reaches his decisions after 
a full consideration of the facts in each 
case, according to the diictates of his best 
judgment, and that the grand jury has 
gone beyond its province in offering such 
suggestions, we cannot subscribe to the 
same, 

“J. E. Godfrey, D. B. Jackson, J. M.

The reading of the presentments by 
R. W. Parker, clerk of the grand jury, 
created a profound impression in the 
court house, — 7 

Scarcely had he finished the jast sen- 
tence when Judge H. W. Baldwin arose 
and asked leave to address the court. 
With voice trembling with emotion he 
said that his official integrity was in- 
volved; that forty grand juries had passed 
upon his work, and it remained for this 
body to cast a slur upon him. He ear- 
nestly requested Judge Lewis to strike 
| out that portion of the presentments 
and also the minority report, inasmuch 
as he considered it a reflection upon the 
judiciary of the state. 

Judge Lewis told the grand jury that 
they had overstepped their bounds, and 
while regretting the necessity for such 
action, would not allow the, portion of 
the presentments alluding to the county 
court to appear upon the minutes; that 
the county court had no more authority 
to criticise the actions of the county judge 
than it had to criticise the actions of 
a judge of the superior court. 

The affair created a profound sensa- 
tion and has been generally discussed 
since. .

he did not reply earlier because he knew 
he would have soon an opportunity of 
talking over the important issues with 
which the letter deals. ‘‘Therefore, this 
reply rather embodies the results of ouf 
conversationg than adds anything to 
them."’ 

Mr. Balfour continues: 

“Agreeing as I do with you that the 
time has come when a change should be 
made if fiscal canons by which we 
beund ourselves in our cOmmercial deal- 
ings with other governments, it seems 
Ppuradoxical, indeed, that you should leave 
the cadinet at the same time that others 
of my colleagues are leaving it who dis- 
agree on the very point with us both. 
Yet, I cannot but admit that there 1s 
some force in your arguments in support 
of that course, based as they are upon 
ycur special and personal relation with 
that portion of the controversy which 
dealg with colonia] preference. You have 
dcne more than any man living or dead to 
bring home to the citizens of the em- 
pire the consciousness of imperial obli- 
gations and interdependence between the 
various fragments into wnich the empire 
is geographically divided. 

“I believe you to be right in nolding 
that this interdependence should find ex- 
pression in our commercial as well as in 
our political and military relations. I 
believe with you that a closer fiscal 
union between the mother ¢ountry and 
the colonies would benefit the trade of 
both and that if such closed union could 
be established on fitting terms its advant- 
age to both parties would increase with 
years and as the colonies grew in wealtb 
and population, 

“If there has ever been any difference 
between us in connection with this matter 
it has only been with regard to the prac- 
ticability of your proposal which would 
seem to require on the part of the colonies 
a limitation in the all round development 
of a protective policy, and on the part of 
this country the establishment of a pref- 
erence for important colonia] products. 
On the first of these requirements I say 
nothing, but if the second involves, as it 
most certainly does, a taxation however 
light upon food stuffs I am convinced 
with you that public opinion is not ripe 
for such an arrangement. The Teasons 
may easily be found in past political bat- 
tles and present political misrepresenta- 
tions. If, then, this branch of fiscal re- 
form is not at present within the limits 
of practica)] policies, you are surely right 
in your advice not to treat it as in- 
dissolubly connected with that other 
branch of fiscal reform to which we both 
attach importance and which we believe 
the country is prepared to consider with- 
out prejudice. 

“How can I criticise your determina- 
tion. The loss to the government is great 
indeed, but the gain to the cause yOu have 
at heart may be greater still. If so, what 
can I do but acquiesce? Yours very 
sincerely, A. J. BALFOUR.” 

“Pp, 8.—May I say with what gratifica- 
tion, both on personal and public grounds, 
I learn that Austen Chamberlain-is ready 
to remain a member of the government? 
There could be no more conclusive evi- 
dence that in your judgment, as in mine, 
the exclusion of the taxation of food 
from the party programme is in the exist- 
ing circumstances, a course best fitted 


| practically to further the cause of fiscal 


reform.”’ 

Lord Rothschild was asked today as 
fo the possible effect on the empire, es- 
peciaily in the national finances, of Mr 
Chamberlain’s resignation.

Suburban Town to Water 
Board. 


| A proposition to supply Decatur, Ga., 
with water from the Atlanta water 
works system was made during the meet- 
ing of the board of water commissioners 
yesterday afternoon. It came from a 
citizen of Decatur who appeared before 
the board for that special purpose. The 
matter was referred to the finance com- 
mittee for consideration. A report upon 
it will probably be made during the néxt 
meeting of the water board. 

The city of Decatur, it appears, has 
been authorized by the general assembly 
Of Georgia to issue bonds for the pur- 
pose of supplying the town with. -water. 
During a mass meeting of citizens, sev- 
eral nights ago, it was decided to equip 
the streets of Decatur with water ‘mains 
and furnish the place with water for do- 
mestic and commercial purposes, 

Because of the fact, however, that At- 
lanta has already extended a water main 
three miles in the direction of Decatur, 
the question arose as to whether Atlanta 
would furnish the water, thus Saving 
Decatur the expense of equipping a pump- 
ing station, building a reservoir and do- 
ing other expensive work of that kind.

, Lives Lost on Coast of Maine. 

Damariscotta, Me., September 17.—Fif- 
teen men lost their lives in the violent 
gale which raged off the coast during 
the night. The Gloucester mackerel] sein- 
ing schooner George F. Edmunds, in com- 
mand of Captain William P. Poole, the 
owner, struck on the eastern side of 
Pemaquid Point, and was smashed to 
pieces, Fourteen of the crew of six- 
teen men perished in the breakers. 

The schooner Sadie and Lillian, Captain 
Hardy, of Prospect, bound from Prog- 
pect bay to Boston, struck on the west- 
ern side of Pemaquid Point and had 
her bottom knocked out on the rocks. 
Captain Hardy was drowned, but his crew 
of two men Were rescued. 

The Gioucéster schooner which had been 


fishing off the coast, missed her bearings 
and running too near the point off Pema- 


quid, struck on the eastern side and 
was battered to pleces, 
Successive attempts were made to 


launch the small boats. Several of the 
decries were smashed to pieces or washed 
away, 

Finally five men successfully got a 
Loat afloat and climbed into it, but be- 
fere they could reach Jand a tremendous 
sea overturned the frail craft, Three of 
the men were drowned, but a giant wave 
caught up tue other two and swept them 
ashore.

TN LAW CASE 


Photographs Will Figure in the 
Alabama Street Case 


City Is Endeavoring to Reopen One 
of Its Main Thoroughfares, 
Which Has Been Obstruct- 
ed by a Building and 
a Fence. 


With the aid of a camera City Attorney 
James L. Mayson yesterday secured evi- 
dence that will be used by him in mak- 
ing his fight for the opening of Alabama 


} street in order to give the city the natu- 


ral and desired route to the new passen- 
ger station of the Atlanta Terminal Com- 
pany, which is to be erected at the Mitch- 
ell street viaduct. 

The matter is now in the courts. The 
hearing has been set for September 26 
and the outcome will be watched with 
interest. The object of the fight is to 
reopen Alabama street. and make it con- 
ncet with Madison street, as it did forty 
years or more ago, according to witnesses, 
and until it was closed up by A. D. 
Adair and the late W. A. Hemphill. 

When the officials of the Atlanta Ter- 
minal Company began making arrange- 
ments for the improvement of the streets 
in the neighborhood of the new station 
Site they found that a building which 
is the property of the estate of W. A. 
Hemphill extended to the fright of way 
of the Central of Georgia railroad and 
that a fence erected by A. D. Adair com- 
pletely closed up Alabama street at its 
west end. 

City Slept Over Its Rights. 

An examination of the titles to the land 
of the Hemphill estate convinced the offi- 
cials of the terminal] company that the 
Hemphill estate held a clear title as far 
as the right of way. They were also con- 
vinced that the property of Mr. Adair 
extends as far as does that-of the 
Hemphill estate. The only defect aps« 
pears to be that the place where the 


road for forty years or more and the 
foundations of the buildings that faced 
this road are still extant. The city made 
no Objection to the closing of the road, 
however, and excellent authorities are of 
the belief that the city went to sleep 
over its rights, to use a common expres- 
sion. 

The Central, therefore, agreed to give a 
Sufficiency of its right of way to make a 
hew Street, which will connect Alabama 
street and Madison street. Then it was 
found that the fence of Mr. Adair was 
in the way and the matter was turned 
Over to the city. The muniéipal authori- 
ties decided that the title to Alabama 
Street should not be relinquished by At- 
lanta, and City Attorney Mayson there- 
fore gave notice to Mr. Adair that the 
city would tear down so much of his 
fence as stood upon Alabama street. 

Mr. Adair filed a bill for injunction and 
the case has been set for Saturday, Sep- 
tember 26. Since that time Charles Hef- 
lin, the investigator in the legal depart- 
ment, has been going over the city rec- 
ords to find references to the fact that 
Alabama street extends as far as the 
railroad tracks. He thas consumed a 
month in this work, because of the fact 
that there is no index to the oity rec- 
ords. Al] the maps of the city also show 
that Alabama street extends to the rail- 
road tracks. 

Language of the Deed. 

The deed of Mr. Adair, ‘which has been 
examined by the city attorney, in de 
scribing the property, declares that it be- 
gins at the corner of the adjoining lot 
on the south side of Alabama street, 
thus admitting the existence of Alabama 
street; declares that the property runs 
SO many feet back, go many feet In a 
westerly direction and so many feet for- 
ward again, to the right of way of the 
Central of Georgia railroad, and thence 
along the right of way to the point of 
beginning. 

If the line tried to follow the right of 
way to the point of beginning it would 
never reach there, because the right of 
way is just the width of Alabama street 
removed from the point of beginning. 
This will be one of the arguments used 
by the city in fts efforts to reopen Ala- 
bama street. 

if the case is decided in favor of the 
municipality the new street upon the 
right of way of the Central will be Duiit 
and Atlanta will have a splendid thor- 
oughfare to the entrance of the depot, 
which will make the depot practically 
within hailimg distance of the corner of 
Broad and Alabama streets. 

It was to sustain the city’s side of the 
case that City Attorney Mayson yester- 
day went to the scene with a camera and

Vienna, September !7.—Emporor Franz 
Joseph, who today returned from the 
army maneuvers, has issued an import- 
ayt army order, emphatically declaring 
he will never consent to the demands of 
the Hungarian party, who insist on the 
use of their own language by officers in 
giving commands to the Hungarian sec- 
tions of the forces, Dealing with this 
question, which precipitated the present 
crisis, the emperor said:

Cotton from Porto Rico. 

The first bale of native cotton that 
has been shipped from Porto Rico in 
forty years has arrived in New York. 
It represents the first fruits of the en- 
deavor of Americans to turn the ag- 
ricultural endeavors of: the Porto 
Ricans to staples that will bear dis- 
tant transport and secure sure cash 
profits to the producers. If to her 
coffee and tobacco Porto Rico can add 
cotton from the lands. not adapted to 
the other two crops her agricultural 
prosperity and independence should 
soon be complete. 

Porto Rican cotton will not meet 
the objections that Cuban sugar does, 
since the volume and value of the crop 
will be so small compared with the 
| American production as to cut scarce- 
ly four figures in the aggregate. Porto 
Rico contains only 3,800 square miles 


of tillable territory and most of that | 


is occupied for tobacco‘and coffee, so 


that a few thousand bales of cotton, 
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| at most, will cover all that the island | 


can afford to produce. 

The natives of that possession need 
to make the most of their small] area 
and their dense populftidn and if oy 
intensified farming of cotton they can 
produce any considerable crop and 
manufacture it on the island for the 
uses they make of coarse cotton goods, 
it will introduce a large economy into 
their domestic and _ provincial life. 
There seems, indeed, no good reason 
why Porto Rico should not raise, spin 
and weave the larger portion of the 
cotton goods consumed by the natives. 
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How To Build the Canal. 

Le Matin, which is one of the most 
influential and conservative of the 
French newspapers, suggests that the 
United States having embarked upon 
the enterprise of building an isthmian 
canal, cannot hesitate or turn back 
without disappointing “the hope of the 
ages and the desire of the peoples” of 
civilization. 

Naturally, the French people, having 
been forced to abandon the glorious 
project for themselves, are more anx- 
fous that the ‘United States should 
complete the work than that the en- 
terprise should fall into other hands. 
And, then, the persistence of the Unit- 
ed States on the Panama route means 
a $40,000,000 recoupment to French ca- 
nal stock investors. But Le Matin, 
with ®vident sincerity, subordinates 
that consideration to the higher one of 
seeing the two oceans connected for 
the general benefit of the commerce of 
the world. 

The French paper says President

secession of Panama and a treaty with 
its new government; and _ the last 
through article 35 of the treaty of 1846 
with New Granada, the former name of 
the Republic of Colombia, and which 
article reads as follows: 

The government of New Granada guar- 
antees to the government of the United 
States that the right of way or of transit 
across the Isthmus of- Panama by all 
means of communication that exist or 
may come into existence shall always 
remain open and free to the government 
and to the citizens of the United States 
and for the transport of all products, Man- 
ufactures and lawfu] merchandise what- 
soever belonging to the citizens of the 
I'nited States. 

Appealing to the principle of emi- 
nent domain within jurisdiction and by 
which principle private property can 
be expropriated to manifest public 
uses to meet the necessities of the gen- 
eral welfare, Le Matin argues that no 
nation of the civilized world could 
fairly object to President Roosevelt 
stretching that principle to an inter- 
national application in the. present 
instance. ‘ 

In other words, the United States 
having the treaty rights above stated 
and Colombia refusing to agree upon 
terms for our exercise of them, the 
contention is that we should go ahead 
and dig the canal and leave the dam- 
ages to be arbitrated hereafter by 


' some fair international court. 


Of course the president will not un- 
dertake any such brash and bulldozing 
programme. The people of this coun- 
try do not follow the practice of first 
grabbing what they want and debating 
the righteousness of the act after- 
wards. They expect President Roose- 
velt to make friendly terms with Co- 
lombia, if he can. If he cannot agree 
with that country to build the Panama 
canal, then he is under moral and stat- 
utory obligation to enter into negotia- 
tions with the powers that control the 
Nicaragua route, and, obtaining the 
proper concessions, build the canal by 
that way. 

The real bone of the canal matter 
now is not to find a way by which to 
coerce or circumvent Colombian op- 
position, but to fix a time when the 
congress of that country must ‘‘come 
across” with a satisfactory treaty for 
lose the canal forever.

Editor Consiftution; Your ecitorial in 
Monday's Corstitution concerning the 
adoption of text books for the common 


echools of Gcorgia is a timely one. There 
is nothing that so vitally concerns the 
moral and civic life of our state as the 
kind of text books ured in the public 
&:hools. Those who have had any ex- 
perience in teaching know how difficult 
& thing it is to eradicate an idea or ef- 
face an impressicn a pupil has received 
from a book. How hnportant it is then 
that the prover books be placed in the 
hande of the youth of the state, 
Southern children should be taught to 
réverence the traditions, te know the 
truth—to see the good, the trie and the 
beautifvl—in this sonthland of ours; but 
they will never grasp these things fully 
until southern authors are appreciated 
and patronized by the snuthern people. 
it is a notcrPous fact that the text books

most totally ignore southern 
southern . scenery—and scuthern 
Fer exaniple: 

According to Manly’s * 
ture” there are fourteer hundred and 
thirty southern authors. In the four 
leading series of readers uged in our 
schools (Stickney’s, Cyr’s, WHarper’s, 
Paldwin's), ecmprising about #ix thou- 
eéng or more pages, there are only one 
\hondred and sixty-two pages by south- 
érn authors—an average of only forty- 
one pages by southern men. In B. F. 
Juhnson & Co.'s one series we find one 
hundred and eighty-one pages by men of 
the south. Cyr’s serics—in 1,40é pages— 
cnly gives work of nine southern au- 
thors. Harper's entire serles has only 
three southern authors and two selec- 
fions concerning the south. Sticknev’s 
seties gives only eighteen pages by scuth- 
ern men. In Holme’s entire five books 
we find only seventy pages by southern 
Writers. In any of these northern publi- 
eations menticned there are as few 
sovthern heroes referred to as southern 
e.thors. They are full of northern 
heroes. Severa) contain quotations from 
‘Uncle Tom's Cabin.’’ ‘They tell stories 
of Israel Putrran, other northern heres, 
but are silent as to our Sumter, Marion, 
‘Tight Horse Harry” Lee, Morgan, 
Lewis, Jackson, Clarke, Naney Hart, and 
hosts of others, 

As to the history written by northern 
writers: It is simply not fit for the 
youth of the south ty study. Where’ it 
does not Iie directly or Intentionally, it 
does by iniplication. For the most part 
it magnifies the most trivial events of 
the north and minimizes the great events 
and traditions of the south. There is a 
histery being taught in the schools of 
Gecrgia today which has twenty pages 
econeerning Abrahatrr Lincoln and has 
only tive words concerning Jefferson 
Levis. 

Cne of these histories gives special 
prominence and devotes three chapters 
to the three colonial centers—bBoston, 
New York, end Philadelphia. What of 
Jamestown, Charicston and Savannah? 
The latter were as important in colonial 
days as the former. Another history 
gives seventy-nine pages to the early set- 
tlerment of this country—and out of this 
numtker devotes one and one-half lines 
to Ncrth and South Carolina. This same 
history ~<haracterizes the early settlers 
of these stateg as a band of rough and 
lawless adventurers, and that these Were 
imiproved only when the Hugvenots and 
Dutch from New York came. Another 
history, discussing the colonial develop- 
ment of Georgia, says: ‘The settlers from 
New England, with the political shrewd- 
ness peculiar to their section, succeeded 
in committing Georgia to the patriot 
caise; but the mars of the people re- 
mained lukewarm, and when English rule 
was overturned there was much law- 
lessiess.

The Law of Moses and the Courts. 


Editor Constitution: Please grant me 
a little space in your columns upon a 
questign of personal privilege. The: re- 
port of my sermon at Macon on” “The 
Cities of Refuge,’’ published in The Con- 
stitution, some two weeks ago, was very 
accurate, but, in the abbreviated form 
that was unavoidable, there ig abundant 
temptation to read befween the lines and 
put things In my mouth I never said and 
to attribute conclusions to me that I 
never expressed. Criticisms pubHshed in 
your paper convinced me that this has 
been done to a wide extent. 

I do not approve of lynching. I do not 
believe that anything could induce me to 
participate in a lynching. I indorse the 
strong stand which The Constitution has 
taken against’mob law. and beg to unite 
in the great uprising of sentiment against 
it, and in everything that can be said in) 
denunciation of the lyching evil. 

But all this is combating a position 
very different from the one I took in the 
Sermon alluded to. The interest which 
seems to have been awakened by that 
sermon shows that the whole country 
is aroused on the subject. Even the clip- 
ping bureaus are seeking my patronage. 

The scope of the comments, favorable 
and unfavorable, justify my sermon. 
Many of these criticisms. with a zeal to 
denounce lynching as an absolute outlaw, 
err greatly when they give unqualified in- 
dorsement to the criminal jurisprudence 
of our country, while they utterly ignore 
the facts that God has spoken on the 
subject of the punishment of crime. 1 

My sermon was preached to direct the 
attention to the law of God on the sub- 
ject. My object was conservative. My 
method was strictly Biblical. Ag matter 
of filustration, I pointed out some of the 
ways in which our. criminal courts and 


| pardoning boards ignore the law of Moses 


and defy the law of God. Our laws say 
that crime is punfshed to deter offendérs 
from repeating the crimes that they have 
committed, and to deter others from com- 
mitting tike offenses. Moses, on the con- 
trary, says: “So ye shall not pollute 


ethe land wherein ye are, for blood it 


defileth the land; and the land can not 
be cleansed of the blood that Is shed 
therein, but by the blood of him that shea 
it.’"—Deut. xxxv, 33 

Let the reader turn to this chapter 
and read it, especially from verse 30 to 
the end. Here we see that the great 
object of the divine law is expiation, and 
not simply punishment or warning. But 
our law courts ignore the -lootrine of 
¢xplation. Moses forbids the execution of 
a criminal, except on the testimony of two 
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-INEW JERSEY’S MONUMENT 
AT ANTIETAM UNVEILED 


Sharpsburg, Md., September 17.—Under 
lowering skies, the magnificent monu- 
ment erected en the historic battle fleid 
of Aftietam by the grateful state of New 
Jersey to its men who fell in the great 
engagement, was dedicated today. The 
occasion was rendered particuarly nota- 
ble by the particpation in the ceremonies 
of the president of the United States and 
of Governor Murphy, the chief executive 
of the state which was honoring its he- 
roes. 

The trip of the president from Jersey 
City was devoid of special incident. Many 
stops were madi and secret service offi- 
cers were ‘on guard throughout the night. 
After daylight crowds assembled at every 
station to greet the president. 

At Hagerstown, Md., the president ad- 
dressed several hundred people. 

At 10 »'’clock the president and Gov- 
ernor Murphy, accompanied by Senators 
Kean and Dryden, their entire patty and 
hundreds of citizens, leftp SharpsPurg 
station for the famous old Ddnkard 
church on the battle fleld of Antietam. 
There the veterans formed in columns 
of fours and escorted the president, Gov- 
ernor Murphy and distinguished guests 
1o tne monument. 

The monument is in, the form of an 
ornate Corinthian column of granite 40 
feet high, surmounted ‘by a heroic figpre 
in bronze of an officer with vuprat 
sword leading his men in charge. 

Governor Murphy, of New Jersey, ac- 
cepted the monument in an address. 

President Roosevelt, as he arose to ac- 
cept the monument on behalf of the fed- 
eral government, Was accorded an ova- 
tion. Part of the speech follows: 

President Roosevelt’s Speech. 

The president said, in part: P 

Ghivernor Murphy; and You, Veter- 
ans of New Jersey: and You, Men of 
the Grand Army, and All Others Here, 
I Greet You: I thank you of New 
Jersey for the monument to the troops 
of New Jersey who fought at Antietam, 
and on behalf of the nation I accept the 
gift. We meet today upon one of the 
great battle fields of the civil war. 

No other battle of the civil war last- 
ing but one day shows as great a per- 
centage of loss as that which occurred 
here upon the day on which Antietam 
was fought. Moreover, in its ultimate 
effects this battle was of momentous and 
ever decisive importance, for when it 
had ended and Lee had retreated south 
of the Potomac, Lincoln forthwith pub- 
lished that {mmofta!l paper, the prelim- 
inary declaration of emancipation: the pa- 
per which decided that the civil war, 
besides being a war for the preservation 
of the union, should be a war for the 
emancipation of the slave, so that from 
that time onward the causes of union 
and freedom, of national greatness and 
individual liberty, were one and. the 


, Same. 


Men of New Jersey, I congratulate 


your state because she has the right 
to claim her full share in the honor and 
glory of that memorable day: and I con- 
gratulate you, Governor Murphy. because 
on that day you had the high good 
fortune to serve as a lad with credit ana 
honor in one of the five regiments which 
your state sent to the battle. | 

If the issue of Antietam had been 
other than it was, it is probable that at 
least two great European powers would 
have recognized the independence of the 
confederacy; so that you who fought here 
forty-one years ago have the profound 
satisfaction of feeling that you played 
wel] your part in one of those crises big 
with the fate of all mankind. You men 
of the grand army by your victory not 
only rendered all Americans your debt- 
Ors forevermore, but you rendered all hu- 
manity your debtors. If the union had 
been dissolved, if the great edifice built 
with blood and sweat and tears by mighty 
Washington and his compeers had gone 
down in wreck and ruin, the result would 
have been an fycalculable calamity. not 
only for our people—and most of all for 
those who, in such event, would have 
seemingly triumphed—but for all man- 
kind. 

The great American republic would 
have become a memory of derision; and 
the failure of the experiment of self- 
governmenw& by a great people on a great 
scale would have delighted the heart of 
every foe of republfcan institutions. Our

judgement, except In the case of the acci- 
dental killing of a person, seems to have 
been constituted of those people who were 
conveniently situated as to the crime. It 
was a tribunal of bystanders. The 
tria] was free from formality, from tech- 
nical hindrances, ft followed the crime 
immediately, and the law was executed 
promptly. in cases of accidental killing, 
if the offender coul€ reach a city of 
refuge, he was protected from the other- 
wise summary trial and given an oppor- 
tunity to show his freedom from malice. 

Our jury system, which is about 500 
years old, was, doubtless, inaugurated 
to carry out the divine law. In its main 
principles it did this at first, but it does 
not do it now. The whole system is 
permeated with injystice to society. De< 
lays and evasion have come in until it 
“makes void the law of God by its tra- 
ditions.”’ 

“The powers that be” are ordained of 
God. But they are not, for that reason, 
to be allowed to defy the law of God, 
and God always finds a method for de- 
stroying the powers that He has ordained, 
when they forget His law. Anarchy may 
be just as ripe in the court house as on 
the roadside, where a crimingl,*cauFht- 
red-handed in the perpetration of a crime. 
is executed by the decree of a oe 
is mere bombast to expatiate’ abouki the 
majesty of the law, when the law despises 
the majesty of God. : 

I believe that Moses was as safe and 
wise a lawgiver as Blackstone, and that 
God knew what was best, better than 
any legitimate body that has assembled 
in England or America since the barons 
of England met King John at Runny- 
mede. 

Let our people and our courts get filled 

with the idea that where a crime goes 
unpunished, the whole land is guilty of 
the crime. Let our governors and par- 
doning boards see, that when they exer- 
cise their unlimited power to pardon 
they assume the guilt of the accused. 

The crime of rape is merely incidental 
to this discussion. In Moses’ law it 
was punished immediately by a tribunal 
of bystanders, so far as we can see. 

I have not said that Moses’ method 
was the same as the lynch law of our 
day. Much less do I say that I would 
substitute lynch law for our common 
law, but I did say. and I repeat, that 
Moses’ method wag God's law, and if the 
revolting methods of modern mob courts 
resemble God's law more than the meth- 
ods of okt modern law courts resemble 
God's law, surely, there must be some- 
thing wrong with our modern methods, 
which demand that they be reformed.

Leaders will be developed in military 
and in civil life alike; and weapons and 
tactics change from generation to gen- 
eration, as methods of achieving g004 
government change in civic affairs; but 
the fundamertal qualities which make 
for good citizenship do not change any 
more than the fundamental qualities 
which make good soldiers. In the long

Tt ts learned from an _ authoritative 
source that the cost. of the new depot 
structure on which bids were recently 
submitted will be less than $330,000. 
The exact figures can not be given out 
yet, because no definite conclusion has 
he@n reached as to whom the contract 
will be awarded, but this will be done 
within the next day or two. 

It ig quite probable that the contract 
will go to an Atlanta firm. The bids 
of the three Atlanta contracting firms, 
who entered the competition, are still 
under consideration by the directors of 
the Atlanta Terminal Company. These 
are Grant Wilkins, Gude & Walker and 
Miles & Bradt. It was stated yesterday 
that these are three of the four bid- 
ders whose certified checks have not 
yet been returned to them, the other be- 
ing the General Ruilding and Supply 
Company. of New York city. There is 
every indication, however, that one of 


the Atlanta firms will get the work. 


The officers of the company were high- 
ly satisfied with the bids submitted, and 
considered them yuite reasonable. Only 
the depot building proper is included in 
this contract The approaches, the tracks 
and the train shed will be built under 
a seperate contract, and the bids on these 
wil] not be opened until September 285. 

The indications are that the cost of 
the structure will be a little more than 
$325,000, and for this sum it is said a 
handsome depot building can be put up. 
The cost of the train shed will be as 
much more since it ig to be an iron 
structure, and the new tracks will form 
quite an‘expensive item. 

Final. action will not be taken in the 
matter of letting the contract for severa] 
days yet on account of the absence from 
the city of General Agent J. S. R. 
Thompson, of the Southern, and Presi- 
dent C. A. Wickersham, of the A*- 
lanta and West Point. All of the offi- 
clals of the terminal company emphati- 
cally state that Atlanta is to have a 
handsome structure, which will form a 
most important addition to the city’s 
architecture, and Myer will be particu- 
larly valyable to ti. & section of the city

LINDSEY has come to the conclusion 

that pensions in Georgia have reach- 
ed the high water mark. Commissioner 
Lindsey believes that from now on there 
will be a gradual decrease in the amount 
of pension money necessary to be ap- 
propriated unless the legislature should 
enact néw pension legislation and pro- 
vide for payments to Other classes than 
those now paid. 

The increase in the pension rolls during 
the last two years has been principally 
due to the indigent widows, the new class 
of pensioners created by the legislature 
three years ago. Had it not been for 
this class the increase would be com- 
paratively small. 

The death rate-in the various classes 
of pensioners varies from 4 to 7 per 
cent and from the present indications 
the number of new applications this year 
wil] not be any larger than the number 
of deaths. This will bring about a bal- 
ance which it is thought means the turn- 
ing point in the matter of pension appro- 
priations, 

The total number of pensioners paid 
In all classes in 1902 was 13,975; the 
total number in 1903 was 14,359, an in- 
crease of only 384, due almost wholly 
to the new class of widows. The num- 
ber for next year, it is thought from 
present indications, will not go much 
over 14,000, so that if anything there 
will be some little decrease next Year. 
The appropriations for the present year 
were more than sufficient to pay all of 
the pensioners whose applications were 
approved, and some $15,000 was turned 
back into the treasury. It {s expected 
that about double this amount will be 
turned back next year, the appropriation 
for 1904 being the same as that for 
1903. ; 

It would seem from these facts that 
the pension rollg are about to begin their 
decrease as the result of deaths being 
about equal to or @ little more than the 
number of new applications which are 
approved. Commissioner Lindsey will be 
in a position to present this matter fully 
in his next report to the legislature. 


To Tax Collections. 
. Comptroller General W. A. Wright is 
mailing his annual instructions to the 
tax collectors of the state and calling

Health Board Office. 

It has about been decided that the 
bacterlologica] laboratory ,of the state 
board of health will be located in one 
of the basement rooms at the capitol, 
probably in the northwest corner, while 
the business office of the secretary, Dr. 
H. F. Harris, wilf be in one of the rooms 
on the third floor. 

While these arrangements are not en- 
tirely what was desired, it is the best 
that can be done under the present cir- 
cumstances, The quest for, office and 
laboratory room for the board of health 
has developed the fact that there is quite 
a scarcity of room in the state house for 
the various offices and departments, and 
inroads have already been made wpon the 
committee rooms of the house and sen- 
ate to an extent that may result in ham- 
pering the work of these bodies when 
they are in session.

RULES ARE MADE 
FOR PRIMARY 


Laws That Will Govern in 
Local Contest Are 
Announced. 


‘The rules, both special and general for 
the government of the primary that is 
to te held on September 24, which are 
printed this morning for the first time, 


are as follows: 

1. That the use of carriages or other 
conveyances, ¢ither directly or inairect- 
ly, by candidates on the Gay of the 
primary election, for the purpose of 
conveying vcters to or from the voting 
piaces, stall be prohibited. This rule, 
of course, not to apply to individual 
veters using their own private convey- 
arces for their personal use, 

2. hat it shall not be admissible for 
any candidate desiring to be voted for 
at this primary to engege paid workers 
in his behalf: that no such candidate 
shall at any time, after the adoption of 
this resolution, either directly or in- 
directly, pay to any rerson any sum of 
neorey or other valuable consideration, 
or promise o gree to pay, or other- 
vise give, eitl@r directly or ingirectly, 
anv valuable consideration, cither before, 
during or after the day cf the primary, 
in consideration of the vute of such per- 
scn or of his influence @r services in 
seeking to secure or contro] the votes of 
others in favor of such candidate. 

3 That uj;oen evidence sadluefactory to 
this executive conemittee that any candi- 
date has been eguilty of a vinlatton of 
any of the tcregoing special rules, the 
vote in favor of such candidate shall be 
declered null and void, and the person

, 2, 3 and # hereof, and they have net 
in letter or spirit violated the same in 
eny respect, and that on failure of any 
cané@idate to subscribe to such aifidavit, 
that the nomination be awarded to the 
candidate receiving the highest vwte who 
stall make such affidavit. 

6. This subcommittee shall print all 
the tickets to be voted at sgid primary.

The defense made a motion and flied de 
fendant’s affidavit to set aside the he 
ing of the jury and continue the case 
on account of the absence of many wit- 
nesses. The motion was overruled and 
the defense was given an hour’s time 
to prepare an affidavit as to what the 
absent witnesses would testify to. 

Thomas Cockrili, prosecuting witness, 
in the case against Jett for killing his 
brother, made a sé@nsational statement 
this afternoon. CocKkrill stated that Cur- 
tis _Jett’'s mother had just applied to 
him because the friends of her son in 
former trials were now deserting him. 
Cockrill says Jett's mother says her son 
will tell all if he is spared from the gal- 
lows, Cockrill says he told her the 
case nOw was beyond his control and 
then he learned that Jett was with 
difficulty prevented from making a con- 
fession today involving prominent peo- 
ple, and that he had said he would con- 
fess all tomorrow before he would stand 
trial in the pending case, and that the 
only chanee now of preventing a con- 
fession was in a continuance of the case. 

Mrs. Haggins, mother of Curtis Jett, 
appealing to Thomas Cockrill, named 
alj the prominent people in Jackson, Ky., 
who helped her son fn the Marcum mur- 
der trial and said they were now de- 
serting him in the Cockrill case.

Haggins has been advised by Curtis Jett 
to go to his cousin Tom on this mission 
and that when she complained to him 
about there being onfy ‘one local attor- 
ney in this case and none of the other 
former counsel or the witnésses from 
Jackson that she is simply repeating what 
her son is charging.

The condition of the weather for the 
last fortnight has been illustrated by the 
unexpected liberal receipts in the Atlan- 
tic states, they being not only earlier 
than expected, Sut in sufficient quantity 
to supply the exhausted condition at mill 
centers and relieve the great strain of 
famine at the spinning centers, and again 
bringing the price of the staple where 
mills can spin without a loss. So, in this 
respect, the September drought was 4 
godsend. ; 

We believe the deterioration, witnout 
exaggeration, has been full 10 per cent 
in the uplands, and in some sections 
even more, while in the bottoms 5 to 8 
per cent will cover it. The only excep- 
tion to this deterioration we know of is 
in the Piedmont district of South Caro- 
lina, where rain was had about the 8th 
of September. 

Rain of a more general character, in 
fact, a genera] soaking rain, while dam- 
aging the grade of the cotton that is open 
in the fleld, would undoubtedly help the 
plant where rust has not become too 
severe. 

There is a possibility yet of the crop 
turning out a fairly full yield, but, as to 
a “bumper” crop, we might just as well 
banish this idea from our minds for this 
seagon uniess the southwestern cotton 
states make a record-breaking crop. The 
Atlantic states can now make but a fair 
average yield. This is a great disappoint- 
ment to every branch of the cotton in- 
dustry from the planter to the spinner. 

Prices thus far have ranged in the 
south from 10 5-16 for middling to 
12 7-16. the first receipts bringing the 
extreme prices. The buying demand has 
only been a hand-to-mouth affair, spin- 
ners evidently believing in lower prices. 

Owing to a general belief in an extreme 
-ly late maturity of the crop, the south- 
ern ports are ill-provided with ship room 
for September sailing to Europe, but the 
unexpected has happened and already 
some steamerg-have cleared with cargos 
of cotton for European ports. 

The disposition of the planters is to 
se}]] cotton “above 10 cents. We think 
holding back will be resorted to should 
an undue speculative decline take place. 
On the other hand, we understand that
